ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE .... 

The storage device for use when carrying condoms in a hostile 
environment, such as, a wallet, a pocket, or purse. It is to protect 
the condom from weight transfer and compression of the latex which is 
said to harm the integrity of the condom and cause subsequent tears 
when used. It is also to allow the user a certain level of discretion 
when a condom is carried on one's person. The condom preserver is to 
facilitate the preferred mode of carry of a condom, in a wallet, even 
though such carry is not recommended.

FIELD OF THE INVENTION 

The present invention provides a means of storage for a new 
unused condom, on one's person, may It be stored in a wallet, purse or 
pocket » 

BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 

With the advent of AIDs and other sexually transmitted deceases 
the widespread use of condoms has become entrenched among those who 
are sexually active with multiple partners. 

This results in many people carrying condoms in places where they 
are susceptible to damage to the condom. Health authorities and 
condom manufacturers advise against carrying condoms in wallets 
because the latex may become weak or damaged from the weight and 
movement the condom is subjected to when stored in the wallet. Also 
body temperature is said to have a damaging affect to the latex 
compound. 

Being that almost all young men and women carry condoms in 
wallets and other places not conducive to preserving their integrity, 
a means that facilitates the entrenched mode of carry which does not 
harm the integrity of the condom is needed. 
SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION 

It is, the object of the invention a means of providing safe 
storage of a condom on one's person without harming the integrity of 
the condom, that facilitates the entrenched mode of cAVY-y m 

According to the present invention there is provided a storage 
means for wallet storage of a condom comprising: 

a plastic case being of the same outline as that of a credit 

card;

condom to be stored; 

a plastic case that when closed protects the condom from weight

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I CLAIM: 

1. A storage devise being made up of a plastic card, that 
resembles a thick credit card. 

2- A storage device in accordance with Claim 1 that opens to 
5 reveal a recess that houses a packaged condom, 

3- A storage device in accordance with Claim 2 that protects 
and armours a packaged condom when stored in a hostile environment 
such as a wallet. 

4. A storage device in accordance with Claims l y 2 f and 3 that 

10 allows the user a certain level of discretion when a condom is carried 
on one's person. 

5. A storage device in accordance with Claims 1,2,3 and 4 that 
allows the condom manufacturer to apply logos and other catch phrases 
to the top and bottom of the card as is presently done with other

(57) Abstract 

The invention relates to container in a credit card format for keeping tablets (19), preferably medicines. The container consists of a 
face panel (1) and a back panel (2) bonded by an intermediate ridge (7) forming a space (6) for said products, and opening/openings (5) 
situated at the long side (4) and/or at the short side (3) of the intermediate ridge. 
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BACKGROUND OF INVENTION 

CONTAINER IN A CREDIT CARD FORMAT FOR KEEPING TABLETS. PREFERABLY MEDICINES 

The invention concern a container according to introduction of claim I. Existing containers 
for medicines and other tablets are not suited for to be brought away from home, in an easy 
and comfortable way. They are, considering their size and shape, meant to be stored in 
bathroom closets, medicine cabinets, drawers and so on. It is difficult and impractical to 
allways bring, for instance, headache pills with you. They are usually then not being brought. 
People with certain diseases must yet allways, despite the inconvenience, have their medicine 
with them. If, for example, a person with a severe heart condition leaves his vitally important 
medicine at home, this could lead to fatale consequenses. Even if they have their medicine 
with them, it can be difficult, in a critical situation to remember exactly where it is placed 
(the trowser pocket, the shirt pocket, the coat pocket, the glove compartment in the car, 
and so on). There is consequently no suitable container that is comfortable and easy to 
bring with you, and safe to place and keep count of. 

The main purpose with this invention is to solve the above problems and create a container 
of declared kind that will, among other things, make it possible to bring, and keep the above 
products in an easy and comfortable way. 

Said purpose will be achived by the invention in question. Solution of the problems is made 
clear by the characteristics of claim 1. 

The invention is described in the following as a design example, where reference to the 
drawings are as follows: 

FIG. 1 show a cut view of design example of the container with the intermediate ridge 
made visible. 
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FIG. 2 show a sideline view of design example of the container seen from one of the long- 
sides with opening in the longside of the intermediate ridge. 

FIG. 3 show a sideline view of design example of the container seen from the opposite 
longside. 

FIG. 4 show a sideline view of design example of the container seen from one of the 
short sides with opening in the shortside of the intermediate ridge. 

FIG. 5 shows a sideline view of design example of the container seen from the opposite 
shortside. 

FIG. 6 show a perspective view of design example of the container seen from its above 
situated shortside with an opening in the longside of the intermediate ridge. 

FIG. 7 show a flat view of design example of the container seen from above. 

FIG. 8 show a cut view of design example of the container with content, where a tablet 
is partly taken out 

FIG. 9 show a wallet with a fully received and a partly received design example of the 
container. 
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According to FIGS. 1 throught 8 is the container 8 comprising of a credit card formed 
frontpanel 1 and a credit card formed backpanet 2 that together with an intermediate ridge 
7 forms a space 6 for tablets 19, preferably medicines. In the intermediate ridge 7 is (are) 
opening/openings 5 on the shortside 3 and/or the longside 4. 

The invention is however not limited to the above described and on the drawings showed 
design examples but can be varied within the bounderies of the claims without abandon 
the idea of the invention. 
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CLAIMS 
I claim, 

1. Container for keeping tablets, preferably medicines, characterized by, that a face panel 
(1) in a credit card format and a back panel (2) in a credit card format bonded by an inter- 
mediate ridge (7) which create a space (6) for said products, and that opening /openings (5) 
is (are) situated at the iongside (4) and/or at the shortside (3) of the intermediate ridge and 
that the length, width and thickness of the container are suited for the credit card compart- 
ments (29) in wallets (28), calendars or similar, where the credit card compartments makes 
storing space for the container (8) in question 

2. Container as set forth in claim 1 ; distinguished by, that opening/openings is (are) recus- 
able. 

3. Container as set forth in claim 1; distinguished by, that opening/openings is (are) of 
disposable type 

4. Container as set forth in claim l-3listinguished by, that the container is made of plastic, 
metal, cardboard or other suitable material. 
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
